The words of the majority of songs 
of this class are without wit, and many of the airs are equally devoid 
of melody.. They should therefore never have been permitted to form 
a portion of the Dra natic Fete. But this was not the worst of it. An 
attempt has been this year made to introduce a sporting element into 
the proceedings, and two weeks ago we announced on good authority 
that it was the intention of the council of the Dramatic College to 
introduce a sparring booth. On reflection, however, they, we think 
wisely, abandoned this idea; but being still desirous to introduce the 
sporting eloment, in an evil hour they conceived the idea of conc:uding 
an arrangement with Mr, and Mrs. Jemmy Shaw, who had a booth 
for the exhibition of their celebrated dogs, the majority of these 
animals being matched to kill an extraordinary number of 
rats in a given time, There was also a betting ring, where 
a number of ballet-Jancers were to be seen dressed in jock y 
caps and short striped dresses, cffering “tips” for the Good woor, 
stakes, the next Derby, &c., at a shilling each. Visitors, however 
could not get near these young creatures without entering an inner 
ring for which a shilling entrance fee was charged, and very fuw 
indeed seemed to venture within this charmed circle. In short tho 
speculation wa;a failure, and must have added little or nothing to 
the funds of thecollege. Nor although our journal is professedly 
sporting and theatrical,, andalthough we are far from concurring in 
the opinion we have heard expressed by some members of the thentri- 
cal profession to the effect that there is no affinity between the sport- 
ing and theatrical worlds, yet we cannot help thinking that sporting 
subjects are entirely out of place at a dramatic feto. If, however, they 
must be introduced, let it not beon the day when an assemblago of 
the better classes of society, the majority being ladies, are present. 
Another day ought to be set apart for the sporting world to go and 
epjoy themselves in their own peculiar way. Sparring matches and rat 
bunts might then be appropriatelyintroduced, but assuredly on Saturday 
and Monday, “sporting” exhibitions were entirely out of place. As a set 
off we suppose to the dog show Mr. R. Phillips presided over a not 
less astonishing “cat show.” Nor must we omit to mention the 
“outrageous ourapg-outang” which Mr. Felix Rogers represented 
cleverly mimicking all the peculiar grimaces of the monkey tribe. ‘A 
petrified. human head, discovered in the ruins of Herculaneum, re- 
apimated, made to wink, and to think and to speak of the buried past,” 
was exhibited by Frederick (the Greit) Maccabe, While wandering 
through all these strange scenes and towering above his fellow men as 
though he. were the presiding genius of the placo was Chang, the 
Chinese Giant. This wondrous Chinaman was also to be seen at the 
Pagoda of Fychow with Lady Chang, Chung Mow and his other 
attend«nts. The band of the Orystal Palace Company under the 
direction of Herr Manns, its able conductor, played during the day 
in the contre of the Handel Orchestra. 


Financially wo believe the /ete this. year is considered a success, 
and certainly both on the Saturday and Monday the Palace was 
Hterally thronged by a crowd of visifors, but in no other sense can 
we look upon this yéar’s fete as a hopefal or successful one—on the 
contrary there is too much reason to fear that there has been a 
manifest falling off in the quality of the entertainment and the character 
of the actors that have taken part in it. It is all very wellto sée 
first-rate actors descending to mimic and burlesque pouny theatres, 
but when theso things come to be dong by those who are themselves 
not so very far above the stroller it ceases to be even ladicrrus. We 
would therefore earnestly, and in all eincerity, impress upon the 
managers of thé Dramatic College to consider this matter we'l, and 
endeavour on the next occasion to provide a pregramme of a fome- 
what wore elevating aud instructive character than they have done on 
the present occasion.

NEWOASTLE-UPON-TYNE. 
THE INTERNATIONAL BOAT MATOHES, 
WHAT THE AMERIOAN THOUGHT OF HIS DEFEAT. 
(From our Newcastle Correspondent.) 

‘The general importance attached to these matches tempts us to re- 
view the wherefore of Hamiil’s defeat. Boating is a sport that finds 
fayour with all Englishmen, and as one of our national recreations 
where scionco aud moderation is needed, it will ever do 80. For 
several years, the question of absolute priority has been discussed 
between our English and American rowers, in turn both have been 
accredited with the palm, and the events of the past few days have 
settled the controversy indubitably in favour of this country. Nothing 
could have been more decisive, the two representatives had a fair 
tield, and Kelley vanquished the American without the moiety of an 
effort, and in the absenco of any strategic movoment or questionable 
action. All praise should be accorded to Hamili, he travelled no less 
a distance than 3,500 miles to pull our champion, and like many 
other personages of celebrity ke was beaten ; there is no disgrac. to be 
attached to this; one of the two could only win, and it so happened 
that the system of sculling used in England predominated. Tn our 
report of the matches we all but exhausted the meagro information at 
hand, there was little to work upon except the public’s anticipation of 
the treat Hamill’s rowing was to afford, and it turned out such a rotten

other these sums Hamill was mysteriously relieved of, but we have 
reason to suppose not by an Englishman, It is scarcely possible to 
imagine the heartlessness of such a treacherous, almost unnatural act. 
Mr. James H. Baird, of the “ Star,” gave Hamill the handsome gift of 
£5 for his colours—we hope other Newcastle sporting men will do 
likewise. Hamill had at least 250 colours out, so sure was he of beat- 
ing Kelley. Hamill would leave Newcastle on Thursday ; it is not 
his intention to visit London, although every inducement has been 
offered. Mr. J. Brown, Blouheim Inn, where the American sojourned, 
would himself have defrayed all monetary expenses. No fewer than 
three presentations to Hamill took place on Wednesday, at Mr. Brown’s 
aforesaid, a beautiful gold watch; at the Tyne Concert Hall, a gold 
medal; and at ths Oxford, a massive and costly gold medal and purse 
of gold, the latter by subscription; Mr. J. H. Baird headed the list 
with five guineas.

I would scorn to seek to cover my defeat by miking excuses or hatch - 
ing apologies. nd 

“J would like, howevor, to hive another trix!, and I hereby offer to 
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surprise that the question properly is asked how such a farseeing 
people as those of the Tyno could havo permitted themsetves’ to be 

gulled” in every essential point of the application. We always put 
SN oaigcaitire an enigma. From the day after his arrival he paddled

James Hamill at the first race-day went to the bridge full 
of sanguineness. Never was a contestant more convinced of victory. 
Had he not seen that great rower, Bob Cooper * off,” and all of the 
best Tyne rowers, Jack Clasper, Jim Taylor, and G. Wakofield, to 
wit? Hoe could lick all, he guessed end calculated, but it was all guess- 
ing, and no calculation, for he. reached the Flag boat at Lemingtoa 
considerably (more than 4 quarter of a mile behind Kelley, who lay on 
his oars until the American pulled alongside, and then by a little 
pantomime directed Hamill toapproach, they then shook hands amidst 
a storm of enthusiasm. This was one of the finost acts in connection 
with the race. Tho inflax of steamers, the mass of spectators, the 
novel appearance of loaded trains on either side of the river, were a3 
nothing. ‘Lhe second race, on the subsequent day, was stale, and flat, 
and mayhap unprofitable to all but Kelley and his backers. Hamill 
was naturally dismayed at his easy defeat, but he bore it nobly. 
After ho had dressed, he with all possible grace frankly admitted that 
a fairer course and fairer play in every respect he could not have 
desired, he had been openly and unmistakeably beaten. We 
dare say this will be the first time that such an .ackoow- 
ledgment has been made when America and England were in 
dispute. Hamill mado a pnblic announcement to this effect 
the following morning. Hamill has won very many friends, 
he is universally liked, which his conduct deserved. A more unas- 
suming rower we have not conversed with. The American has much 
to learn in boatrowing; he may be strong, hardy, and determined, but 
a boatrower, inthe English interpretation of the word, he is not, or 
at least not of the class to half aspire for the championship ; he will no 
doubt profit by the great and extraordinary lesson taught him, and on 
the effort to achieve fame he has the best wishes of the staff of this 
journal.

These vessels started at 11.25 under a light N.W- by W. breeze, and 
with an ebb tide. The Oostoroon was particularly smart in getting 
under way, and from this circumstanca obtained # slight lead at start- 
ing, the Satanella following second; the Vampire, having a much 
larger m insail to hoist, and no more mon at the halyards than the 
others, was comparatively slow getting under way, but directly she 
swung round before the wind she commenced “‘ ruuning ” the Satanella, 


and before 300 fathoms of water had been sailed over passed to the 
front, The Satanella set a squaresail, and the Octoroon a long kind 
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of topmast-squaresail, bent toa jackepar, and extending from the top- 
masthead to the deck. The auxiliary sails were got in before 
reaching Greenhithe as thsy became close-hauled. A freshening 
breeze sprung up, and the Satanella endeavoured, but in vain, to pass 
on the weather of the Octoroon. Finding her attempts ineffectual, 
she ran under the lee of the latter vessel and became second, the 
Vampire being now half a mile a head. Off East Tilbury at 12 45 the 
Octoroon, with her long squaresail again set, again got in front of the 
Satanella, but the Vampire was now a mile and a half a head, and very 
rapidly increasing her lead, so there was not the least probability of 
either overtaking that remarkably fleet little craft, unless some acci- 
dent befel her. ‘The Satanella’s owner, finding his vessel ‘ run” by 
the Octoroon, followed the fashion now rendered common by the 
Queen, Dione, Octoroon, &c., and sent up a topmast squaresail, or 
‘+ spinnaker,” as the sail is termed in Southampton water. These 
sails undoubtedly held a deal of wind, but they also kept the motive 
force from the balloon jibs of both vessels, and these lifting head suils 
were constautly idly flapping and dragging in the water. Thames 
Haven was breasted at 1.15, the Satanella close on the weather quarter 
of the Octoroon, but she could: not pass her, and again fe)l astern. 
Approaching the Mucking these two sternmost cutters were beam and 
beim, and as the light was passed, at 139, the Satanella had run clear 
under the lee of the Octoroon, and thus once more bacama second 
vessel, but without the remotest chance of overtaking the Vampire, 
now nearly two miles in advance. No further change occurred in

Mczart’s* Il Seraglio” isthe latest and not least interosting of Mr. 
Mapleson’s revivals atthistheatre. It is a work that, notwithstanding 
its 1aro performanc’, ranks high amongst the works of the great 
raster. Indeed, the only reascns why it has not, and cannot take, a 
placa by the side of ‘Don Giovanni” and ‘** Figaro” in popularity are, 
and have boven, from its first production at Vienna, in 1782, obvious.

Recorp.—On June 14 a match came off on the Union 
Course, New York, betweeu George Wilkes and Lady 
Thorne, to trot for 1,000 dollars a side, mile heats, the 
best three in five. In a previons match for a similar 
amount, milo heats, in harness, the Hambletonian 
stallion, with the odds of. 100 dollars to 40 dollars 
against him, had beaten the slashing big mare, Lady 
Thorne, in three straight heats, ia 2min 26.¢c, 
2min 27sec, 2min 25sec. In their present. race, to 
waggous, the betting fluctuated in a remarkable deg:ee 
before the day of the race, the mare up to that time 
having been the favourite at 100 dollars te 60 dglars ; 
bat on the morning the stallion came so steadily into 
favour that before the horses commenced scoring, the 
odds tecame 100 dollars to 40 dollars on his winping 
the race. The owner of the mare openly declared 
that she was far from being up to the mark in point 
of condition, and that he would neither back her nor 
advise his friends to do so; hence speculation was far 
from being active. In scoring for the first heat 
Wilkes broke up, and this encouraged the friends of 
the mare so much that they offe:e: to Bet 800 dollars 
against 500 dollars she beat him, without any response 
being elicited. Both broke very badly soon after 
they got the word, and lost several lengths in con- 
sequence, but the last three-quarters of the mile from 
the quarter pole home, was trotted in the extra- 
ordinary time of 1min 48sec, which.is at the rate of 
Qmin 24sec to the mile, Wilkes winning by eight 
lengths in 2min 27sec. He won the second heat by 
a length, in 2min 25sec, and the third by two lengths, 
in 2min 25%sec.. The time made by the fleet brown 
stallion is over two seconds faster than Flora Temple’s 
hitherto unprecedented mile récord 10 waggon, made 
in her memorable ‘match against ‘Ethan Allen on the 
Union Course, L.1., May 81, 1859, when she trotted 
the first heat in 2min 25sec, but the subsequent heats 
were Ymin 27}8ec, 2min 2748ec, which, in the aggre- 
gate, is two seconds and a quarter more than the aggrre- 
gate of theabove three heats of Wilkes’s. 'In addition 
to this, Flora’s time was,made on.a beautifully clear 
day, with the track in splendid condition for a fast 
race, whereas b th track and atmosphere Were against 
the Hambletonian stallion.
